
WEAK LINK IN 
TEEN SAFETY 

In-depth report highlights problems in multi-agency child protection strategy

A CHILD protection meeting about 
a vulnerable teenage girl in 
Southend was not held until several 
months after concerns about her 
were raised, inspectors have discov¬ 
ered. 

The case study was in findings 
from an inspection carried out in 
March by regulators Ofsted, the 
Care Quality Commission, the 
Inspectorate Constabulary, Fire and 
Rescue Services and the Inspec¬ 
torate Probation. 

They were assessing how multi¬ 
ple agencies in Southend respond 
to child sexual exploitation, chil¬ 
dren associated with gangs and 
missing children. 

Agencies that were assessed 


included Southend Council and 
Essex Police. 

In the case of the girl, inspectors 
found she was supported under a 
plan after concerns about “her poor 
mental health, risks of sexual 
exploitation and conflict between 
her parents.” 

But they also discovered that a 
recommendation to convene a child 
protection case conference was not 
acted on for “several months”, and 
that she stopped attending school 
during that time.

The agencies’ practice was 
described as “reactive rather than 
proactive” by inspectors, who said 
that despite recent interventions, 
the girl’s safety had not been signif¬ 
icantly improved. 

They noted that the council had 
“worked hard” to improve the qual¬ 
ity of assessments and plans, but 
added that “some assessments lack 
a sufficiently sharp analysis of chil¬ 
dren’s risks and needs and are not 
always updated when children’s cir¬ 
cumstances change”. 

The quality and timeliness of noti¬ 
fications by the police to the local 
authority was described as “inconsis¬ 
tent”, meaning that some children 
“may be left at risk of harm”. 

The agencies were praised in other 
areas. Inspectors described staff as 
“tenacious”, and the council had 


achieved improvements in some 
aspects of safeguarding children’s. 

Essex Police had “successfully 
engaged partner agencies and 
secured sufficient resources to 
identify the safety of some of the 
most vulnerable children in 
Southend”, while Operation Raptor 
had “strengthened the ability of 
agencies to combat the exploitation 
[by gangs] of vulnerable children”. 

Cllr James Courtenay, executive 
councillor for children and learn¬ 
ing, said: “While there are areas for 
improvement, it is clear from the 
report that partners across 
Southend are making a positive dif¬ 
ference for vulnerable children.” 

He added: “This work is incredi¬ 
bly difficult, challenging, complex 
and demanding.”

Cllr Ann Holland will be the deputy 
mayor for the forthcoming municipal 
year.

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Hospital’s £lm HDU unit 
to enhance critical care

A £1 MILLION high depen¬ 
dency unit for patients need¬ 
ing critical care has been offi¬ 
cially opened at Southend 
Hospital. 

The unit, known as the Kitty 
Hubbard HDU, will care for 
elective and emergency 
patients and will initially have 
four beds. 

A hospital spokesman said 
the unit will strengthen the 
service provided for people 
who have had major surgery 
or those who no longer need 
intensive care but require spe¬ 
cialist monitoring and a high¬ 
er level of organ support. 

It was opened and a plaque 
unveiled by the hospital’s 
managing director Yvonne 
Blucher on Tuesday, May 8. 

The unit will open to 
patients at the end of the 
month. 

Blanca Boira Segarra, clini¬ 
cal director for theatres, criti¬ 
cal care and anaesthetics, 
said: “Until now we didn’t 
have a dedicated area for 
these patients and Kitty 
Hubbard HDU will support 


patients from all specialities 
across the hospital who need a 
higher level of care than can 
be provided on the speciality 


wards, but who do not need 
intensive care. 

“In HDU the patient and 
nurse ratio is much higher 


than in a normal ward, there 
will be one nurse looking 
after two patients. 

“The new unit will also help 


us stepping patients down 
from the intensive care unit 
before they go back to a nor¬ 
mal ward. 

“This will have a positive 
impact on the capacity to 
admit intensive care patients.” 

Just over £210,000 was 
donated towards the project 
and enabled the hospital’s 
trust to buy medical equip¬ 
ment for the unit. 

Donations and legacies to 
Southend Hospital Charity 
contributed £152,000, while 
the other £60,000 came from 
the Southend Hospital 
Charitable Foundation For 
Wards Appeal including 
£50,000 raised from proceeds 
generated from the hospital 
charity shop in Westcliff. 

Mick Thwaites, chairman of 
the foundation, said: “This is 
just one of twenty areas of the 
hospital we will be supporting 
over the next couple of years 
and I know it will have a big 
impact on the care of critical¬ 
ly ill patients. 

“I would like to thank the 
staff and volunteers of our 
charity shop in Westcliff and 
for the tremendous support 
from the local community.”

Essex Police Assistant Chief 
Constable Andy Prophet 
said: “This thorough inspec¬ 
tion confirms that strong 
partnerships are preventing 
awful crimes every day. 

“We will take every possi¬ 
ble element of learning from 
this report and work with 


partners to develop even bet¬ 
ter outcomes that improve 
the life chances of our young 
people and keep them from 
harm.” 

Elizabeth Chidgey, inde¬ 
pendent chairman of the 
Southend Local 

Safeguarding Children Board 
(LSCB), said she fully 


accepted the report’s findings 
and was “pleased to see 
inspectors acknowledging 
that the issues referenced in 
the report are already being 
addressed.” 

She added: “I have put in 
place structures to improve 
how the board functions and 
meet regularly with senior 


leaders from the local author¬ 
ity and partner agencies 
which has already instigated 
some positive challenge from 
the board.” 

Ms Chidgey also vowed to 
push forward with improve¬ 
ments so that the LSCB “ful¬ 
fils its role as a critical and 
independent eye on the many 


partner agencies involved in 
tackling issues like child sex¬ 
ual exploitation and gangs.” 

Inspectors said the next 
steps needed were for the 
council’s director of chil¬ 
dren’s services to prepare a 
written statement outlining 
planned action as a response 
to the report’s findings.

• POLICE have launched a 
murder investigation after a man 
was stabbed to death in Southend. 

Officers received a call about a 
disturbance on Monday during 
which a man was stabbed. 

An Essex Police spokesman said: 
“Witnesses describe up to four 
men being involved in the incident 
in Farringdon Service Road at 
around 9pm. The victim died 
shortly after paramedics arrived 
at the scene. We are carrying out 
enquiries to establish the 
circumstances around the incident 
and the whereabouts of the 
suspects involved.” 

The road was closed for forensic 
examinations.

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YA’s Jeevesie in 
big screen debut 


BRIAN Jeeves is no stranger 
to Wembley Stadium, but the 
49-year-old Yellow 

Advertiser sport correspon¬ 
dent will be swapping the 
press box for the Great Hall 
when the big British movie 
of 2018 - The Bromley Boys 
- gets its world premiere at 
the home of football later 
this month. 

Jeevesie, who has covered 
many Premier League and 
international matches at 
Wembley for the Yellow 
Advertiser, became involved 
with the film almost two 
years ago following a tele¬ 
phone call to his friend, fel¬ 
low author David Roberts. 

Brian explained: “When I 
found out that Dave’s won¬ 
derful book, The Bromley 
Boys, was to be adapted as a 
screenplay, I gave him a call 
to congratulate him. I was 
gobsmacked when he asked 
if I wanted to be in it.” 

The Bromley Boys is a 
funny, touching coming of 
age football memoir played 
out to the sights and sounds of 
late 1960s/early ’70s Britain. 

Adapted from Mr Roberts’ 
hilarious novel, the film, star¬ 
ring Martine McCutcheon, 
Alan Davies, Jamie Foreman 
and Brenock O’Connor, 


recounts the author’s highs 
and the lows supporting his 
beloved Bromley FC through 
their worst ever season. 

Brian spent seven days 
working with the cast and 
crew, filling several on-screen 
roles as a support actor. 

TJ Herbert, CEO of Itchy 
Fish Films, decided that the 
original publication was per¬ 
fect for the cinema, and it 
became apparent to him and 
fellow producer, Dean 
Fisher, that Brian was keen 
to learn more about what 
goes on behind the camera 
as well as in front of it. 

“We could see that Brian 
was keen to learn about 
everything that was going on 
and we invited him along for 
the ride,” TJ said. 

“He has a strong football 
knowledge and has helped 
promote the film as well as 
providing material for press 
releases leading up to the 
world premiere.” 

Brian said: “It was an 
incredible experience. 

“I was speaking to Dave 
during filming at Crockenhill 
FC and telling him what a 
surreal experience I was hav¬ 
ing. He said: ‘How do you 
think I feel? Martine 
McCutcheon is my mum and 


Alan Davies is my dad’.” 

Dave, who describes him¬ 
self as a 62-year-old, who is 
15 in the film, has supported 
Bromley for 50 years. 

“TJ rang me about seven 
years ago now. I thought 
that’ll never happen, but I’ll 
agree with it anyway,” said 
Dave. 

“But TJ never gave up, and 
I started to realise that this 
might happen. Of course, 
then I started to get excited.” 

Despite appearing several 
times during the film, Brian 
explained the reason behind 
his preferred choice for his 
portrayal in the movie cred¬ 
its. “I’m a huge Southend 
United fan and my late 
father followed West Ham. I 
remember as a teenager 
telling him I’d never follow 
the Hammers, but here I am 
covering them for the YA and 
playing a fan in the film.” 

The Bromley Boys will 
premiere at Wembley 
Stadium on Thursday, May 
24. The film can be seen at 
selected cinemas around the 
UK from June 1.

A RAYLEIGH woman is set to 
run the Southend Half 
Marathon to raise money for 
Havens Hospices which cared 
for her late grandmother. 

Deanne Jones will take part 
in the event on Sunday, June 
10, in memory of her grand¬ 
mother, Alice Dent. 

Alice was diagnosed with 
breast cancer in 2015 which 
spread to her lymph nodes. 

In November 2016, Alice was 
referred to Fair Havens 
Hospice by her GP and died 
there at the age of 88 the fol¬ 
lowing month. 

Deanne, who is running her 
first half marathon, said: “I 
have been training three times 
a week with my two-year-old 
son, Henry, sitting patiently 
whilst I buggy run the miles 
with him.

Airport tackles 
rogue drones 


A DRONE surveillance system 
was tested in a week-long trial 
at Southend Airport. 

The IPS-METIS Skyperion 
Solution was put through its 
paces in a bid to ward off the 
hazard of rogue drones. 

The trial was to test the tech¬ 
nology’s ability to monitor, 
detect, track and record the 
activity of drones in the vicini¬ 
ty of the airport. 

A series of “tame” drones 
were deployed near the airport 
to test how the equipment 
worked in an “as live” situa¬ 
tion.

Control team. 

Damon Knight, head 
of the airport’s air traf¬ 
fic services, said: “We 
do not have any out¬ 
standing issues with 
‘rogue’ drone opera¬ 
tions at London 
Southend, but we have 
had some sightings 
near the airport which 
fortunately have not 
affected our opera¬ 
tions.

T ributes to 
warm, kind 
Dame Tessa 

IF you enjoyed the 2012 
London Olympics then please 
spare a thought for Dame 
Tessa Jowell who died on 
Saturday, May 12 after battling 
a brain tumour. 

Dame Tessa did more than 
anyone to bring the Olympics 
to London. 

As Culture Secretary in 2002 
she suggested that London bid 
for the games when everyone 
else thought that would be 
pointless (Paris was guaran¬ 
teed to win, apparently) and a 
costly waste of millions of 
pounds. 

First she convinced PM Tony 
Blair of the merits of a serious 
London bid, and then did like¬ 
wise with the rest of the 
Labour cabinet. 

Once the bid was up and 
running she helped to recruit 
Lord Seb Coe to lead the 
London 2012 bid team. 


As Olympics Minister she 
was an essential member of 
the bid team that convinced 
International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) members to 
award the games to London. 

She then ensured that budget 
was made available to ensure 
the construction and prepara¬ 
tion of Olympic venues, facili¬ 
ties and transport links was 
completed on time. 

When the world economy 
crashed in 2008 there was 
pressure on the government, 
under new PM Gordon Brown, 
to cut back on the Olympic 
Games budget. 

Dame Tessa ensured that 
didn’t happen. 

Lord Coe said: “Tessa was 
simply incredible. She fear¬ 
lessly lay down in the road in 
front of the juggernaut that 
was Gordon Brown, and in the 
end won through.” 

I keep hearing about a 
kinder, gentler politics. If there 
is such a thing then it was 
Dame Tessa, who had no polit¬ 
ical enemies and was very 
popular across the political 
divide (as well as outside poli¬ 
tics). 

As vice-chairman of 
Lewisham Council, I was 
lucky enough to meet her 
when I helped to start the 
2006 London Marathon (there 
are starts in Greenwich and 
Lewisham). 


Dame Tessa was as warm 
and kind as all the tributes 
have suggested. Her legacy is 
an Olympic Games that 
inspired millions in the UK 
and across the world, a stadi¬ 
um that will host sporting and 
music events for years to 
come, and a regeneration of 
East London that will benefit 
millions of people who live 
and work there.

L OCAL press in print and digital is the 
most trusted source for local news 
and information, way ahead of search 
engines and social media, according to 
new YouGov research published for the 
first time this week. 

Commissioned by Local Media Works, 
the research found that local newspapers 
in print and digital are more than three 
times more trusted for local news and 
information than social media platforms 
such as Facebook and Linkedln. 

Local newspapers, which are read by 42 
million British adults in print and digital, 
scored highest for trust with 74 per cent of 
respondents agreeing that they trusted the 
news and information in their local news¬ 
paper. 

Local papers are the most trusted of all 
the other sources, coming ahead of local 
commercial TV and local commercial radio 
(both 73 per cent), search engines (43 per 
cent), social media (22 per cent) and other 
websites (39 per cent). 

Craig Nayman, Local Media Works chair¬ 
man, said: “This survey provides yet more 
compelling evidence of a resurgence of 


trust in traditional media outlets, with local 
media leading the way, as the public 
become increasingly aware of the dangers 
associated with social platforms and fake 
news. 

“In the current climate, trust is at a pre¬ 
mium and advertisers large and small must 
recognise the clear advantages of partner¬ 
ing with local media in order to communi¬ 
cate with their audiences in a safe, trusted, 
and highly effective environment.” 

Justin Marshall, associate director, 
YouGov - Digital, Media and Technology 
Sector, said: “As shown in the data from 
this research, trust in social media as a 
source of news is particularly low, fol¬ 
lowed by general internet searches, 
whereas trust in established news brands 
is far greater.” 

The YouGov findings echo those of the 
recent Edelman Trust Barometer 2018 
which found that trust in traditional media 
in the UK is at its highest level in six years 
(up 13 points to 61 per cent) while trust in 
social platforms has dropped to 24 per 
cent and trust in search engines has 
dropped to 47 per cent.

LOCAL newspapers perform a truly 
vital service, keeping residents 
informed about their councils, courts, 
police forces, hospitals and other statu¬ 
tory services. But at their best, they 
also have the power to directly impact 
on the communities they serve, fight¬ 
ing for truth and justice. 

This week is Local Newspaper Week 
(May 14-20), and it is also the Yellow 
Advertiser’s 42nd birthday. 

As we enter our 43rd year, we are 
pleased to be continuing our decades- 
long tradition of award-winning inves¬ 
tigative journalism, which continues to 
influence police and council decisions. 

The YA titles have the largest total 
distribution across Essex. 

Last month, chief reporter Charles 
Thomson was named Britain’s best 
young investigative journalist, beating 
two BBC broadcasters to scoop the 
inaugural Ray Fitzwalter Award for 



Investigative Journalism. 

We won for our ongoing investiga¬ 
tion into a historic paedophile ring in 
Shoeburyness, which has forced Essex 
Police to reopen an almost 30-year-old 
case and resulted in at least one arrest. 

This was the third national award our 
Shoebury investigation has won since 
2016, and this Friday, May 18, we are 
due attend a ceremony at Savoy Place, 
London, where we are nominated for a 
fourth. 

But this investigation is just the latest 
of many causes the YA has championed 
over four decades, winning plaudits 
and trophies along the way. 

In 2016, we were nominated for a 
national Society of Editors award for the 
“remarkable impact” our work had on 
the environment in Basildon and 
Thurrock. Our shortlisted work included 
blocking a council plan to stop maintain¬ 
ing wildlife sites, and setting in motion

done 

the sacking of Basildon Council’s plan¬ 
ning chairman. 

A year earlier the YA won a 
HoldTheFrontPage award for the 
Justice for Justin campaign, forcing 
authorities to block a dangerous path 
after the death of musician Justin 
Bowman on Dry Street, Basildon. 

In 2013 and 2014, the YA helped get 
almost 250 youngsters into work with a 
campaign that inspired local business¬ 
es and councils to create new appren¬ 
ticeships. Other award-winning cam¬ 
paigns have included saving Thorpe Bay 
School from closure, winning a legal 
battle to publish a damning Southend 
Hospital inspection report, forcing local 
shops to become more wheelchair acces¬ 
sible, and a successful legal fight against 
Essex County Council which exposed 
chronic backlogs in the coroner service. 

In addition to battling the establish¬ 
ment on behalf of local people, the YA 
has harnessed the generosity of its 
readers for many charity appeals over 
the years - from collecting sweets for 
children on landmine awareness cours¬ 
es in Kosovo, to twice shipping 
clothes, food and toiletries to children 
in a Bulgarian orphanage. 

Just five months ago, our readers 
donated hundreds of toys to a YA collec¬ 
tion for children spending Christmas at 
Basildon and Southend hospitals. 

The YA is proud to serve its commu¬ 
nity and will continue to hold authority 
to account on behalf of its readers.

Marko scorcher and Lanzini double end West Ham’s season on a high 


Football 


West Ham United 3-1 Everton 
Brian Jeeves reporting from 
the London Stadium 

WEST Ham United brought down 
the curtain on a frustrating Premier 
League campaign with a 
comfortable 3-1 victory over 
Everton on Sunday. 

Despite being regarded by many 
as a dead rubber there were a num¬ 
ber of talking points for the sup¬ 
porters of both clubs to chew the fat 
over ahead of the match, not least, 
the uncertainty over the futures of 
both managers - who adding to the 
twist, had each held office at both 
clubs. 

David Moyes had previously 
refused to comment on whether he 
would remain in east London next 
season, while Sam Allardyce, 
already under fire over the style of 
football his side plays, had come 
under scrutiny following an alleged 
bust-up with Wayne Rooney, an 
incident that had reportedly seen 
the ex-England skipper storm away 
from the Toffees’ training ground 
with a move to DC United in the 
MLS his possible next destination. 

Moyes selected the same starting 
11 that had shown resolve three 
days earlier when Manchester 
United were held to a goalless draw, 
while Rooney’s exclusion from the 
Everton side appeared to back sug¬ 
gestions that the situation between 
player and manager is now irre¬ 
trievable. 

It was a dominant start from the 
home side. Marko Arnautovic’s 
shot on the turn was blocked by 
Michael Keane, then England keep¬ 
er, Jordan Pickford, produced a 
tremendous one-handed save to 


deny Mark Noble, this after the tal- 
ismanic Austrian’s precision pass 
had fashioned an opening. 

Joao Mario’s low drive from dis¬ 
tance drifted fractionally the wrong 
side of an upright, however, West 
Ham survived a scare when Adrian 
thwarted Oumar Niasse with his 
feet after Angelo Ogbonna was 
caught napping by the Senegalese 
frontman. 

Soon after, the pair continued 
their duel, with the Spanish stopper 
again coming out on top with a 
smart save low to his right. 

But West Ham were generally 
playing the better football, and 
shortly before the break, they took 
the lead. The busy Lanzini fired 
low past Pickford from 20 yards 
having latched onto a ball in from 
Cheikhou Kouyate. It was no more 
than the home side deserved. 

Aaron Cresswell was off-target as 
West Ham looked to double their 
advantage immediately after the 
break. 

Just after the hour mark West 
Ham all but sealed the points. 
Arnautovic turned 30 yards from 
goal, skipped away from Keane 
before unleashing an absolute thun¬ 
derbolt with his right-foot, leaving 
Pickford and the Everton backline 
bewildered as it fizzed high into the 
net. 

Arnautovic thought he had added 
a third minutes later. His stinging 
header chalked off by a hawkeyed 
assistant while a combination of 
Adrian and the post kept out Niasse 
as Everton rallied. 

Niasse had looked the Toffees 
most dangerous asset going for¬ 
ward, and it was he who reduced the 
arrears a quarter of an hour from 
time, sweeping home from close 


range with the Hammers rearguard 
caught cold. But the goal did very 
little to dampen West Ham spirits, 
and within eight minutes they re¬ 
established their two-goal advan¬ 
tage. 

Lanzini curled majestically 
beyond Pickford with another late 
contender for goal of the season. 

Hammers fans must have been 
wondering where these recent per¬ 
formances have been hiding for 
much of the campaign. 

This victory lifted West Ham into 
13th place in the Premier League. 

But most Hammers fans would 
agree that the final position papers 
over the cracks. 

It will take a major overhaul of 
the club’s playing staff to ensure 
they are not amongst those strug¬ 
gling towards the wrong end of the 
table this time next season. 

Moyes was clearly delighted after 
the game. 

“I thought we played really well 
with the ball,” he said. 

“There were signs against 
Leicester, signs against Manchester 
United. The players are improving. 

“When I go back to when I took 
over, and how I was trying to get 
results by hook or by crook, it cer¬ 
tainly looks much more structured. 
We’ve got a very good way of play¬ 
ing.” 

The Scotsman refused to be 
drawn on whether he would be at 
the London Stadium next season, 
adding: “We will meet and talk I 
think next week. We’ve not 
arranged a date.” 

Allardyce was in an altogether 
less jovial mood, particularly when 
asked about his own future as well 
as that of Rooney. 

He said: “I can’t quite say confi¬ 


dent, after all the rumours I’m read¬ 
ing in the paper because generally 
there’s no smoke without fire, is 
there? But we’ll wait and see when 
we meet up (with the Everton 
board) next week,” he said. 

On Rooney’s situation, Allardyce 
added: “I don’t know other than it’s 
up to Wayne, his representatives, 
the board of directors and what they 
do. I think everybody will know by 
the end of the week. 

“And just to stop everybody talk¬ 
ing and writing nonsense there is no 
problem between me and Wayne 
Rooney. 

“We have been very professional 
and adult with our conversations.” 

Talking about the match, 
Allardyce said: “Who got the better 
chances? I thought we did. 

“I think because Adrian was so 
good today with the clear-cut 
chances we had and missed because 
of his outstanding goalkeeping, we 
could have easily acquired a draw. 

“But I think the quality of West 
Ham’s goals, with the two in the 
second half, was ultimately the dif¬ 
ference.”
